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ABSTRACT 

Achievements of the Building Our American Communities 
Program (BOAC), initiated in 1971 to provide a vehicle for Future 
Farmers of America members to make direct contributions to their 
communities and to practice good citizenship and develop leadership 
skills, are summarized in this 1985 annual report, the report begins 
with messages from President Ronald Reagan, J. Tyler Wilson (Chairman 
of R.J. Reynolds Industries, Inc., corporate sponsor of BOAC), and 
Secretary of Agriculture John R. Block. Projects of the Marion County 
(West Virginia) chapter, national winner, are reviewed, including 
their efforts in promoting progress in tourism, sponsoring a 
community pride contest, and conducting beautif ication projects. 
Activities of the second place national winner chapter (Avon Park, 
Florida) are described, including construction of a fairground hog 
barn, completion of 63 home improvement projects, and development of 
forest and ecological demonstration areas. Projects of 35 Gold Medal 
Chapters from 20 states are outlined. Projects ranged from 
constructing baby animal farm buildings at a county fairground, 
landscaping community sites, and renovating historic buildings to 
obtaining blood donors, compiling county organization directories, 
and conducting parties for the handicapped. Silver and Broaze emblem 
winning chapters and all participating BOAC chapters are listed. 
Names and addresses of the 2 6 -member BOAC National Advisory Committee 
are provided. (NEC)

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The White House 
Remarks of the President 
to the Future Farmers of America 
The Rose Garden, September 18, 1985 



THE PRESIDENT. I thank all of you. It is wonderful to have you visit here in the 
Rose Garden where you can still see a little of the summer's crop is left. 

I have been very interested in the Future Farmers of America, your program of 
building our American communities.

Agriculture is changing and rural 
America is changing with it. The results are 
bringing a challenge that will test all the 
skills you have. 

I'm sure that all of you are familiar with 
the problems facing American farmers— 
many of you first hand, if not in your own 
families, at least in yourown communities. 
1 am convinced these different conditions 
will be overcome. 

The same spirit that has brought abund- 
ance to America can restore growth. The 
challenge facing the citizens and the leaders 
of tomorrow is to preserve the best of rural 
life and continue progressing into the 
future. 

Farming is changing. The frontier farmer 
has given way to todays modern producer/ businessman. You sometimes hear 
successful farmers say,"l think of myself as a businessman first and a farmer second." 
It's not enough to raise a good crop. The larmer irust be concerned with all phases of 
production -planning the use of resources, the actual production of commodities, 
and the marketing of the products.

This year's top BOAC projects are meeting the challenges in rural America. In Avon 
Park, Fla., FFA members developed a citrus demonstration, built a swine barn for ihe 
county fair and conducted extensive home improvements throughout the county. 

The Marion County, W. Va., FFA Chapter helped revitalize the area's economy by 
developing tourism. The Cabool, Mo., FFA BOAC project provided a new 
agricultural mechanics laboratory to enhance educational opportunities in the town. 
The Cherokee High School FFA Chapter in Rogersville, Tenn., undertook "Project 
STEP" to determine the economic impact of changes in the burley tobacco program 
and to explore alternatives available to farmers. 

Adaptability to changing situations and diversity of opportunities will permit the 
rural way of life to continue. Localities can control their owndestinies to a large extent 
by pursuing new businesses, new financial sources, new marketing opportunities and 
new approaches to their specific problems. 

In the face of adversity, why does one town fade and another town blossom and 
grow? It's leadership that makes the difference. 

It is the kind of leadership, of community involvement and cooperation that can 
make our rural area? and small towns great places to live. The lessons of the BOAC 
program can help make you the leaders to preserve the best our nation has to offer. 
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Building Our American Communities 

The Building Our American Communities (BOAC) Program was initiated in 1971 
and has since grown into a nationwide and highly significant effort in community 
development. Over 17,000 individual chapter projects have received "Area" BOAC 
recognition with more than 4,000 local FFA chapters involved. The BOAC program 
has received the President's Volunteer Action Award in 1982, 198? and 1984. 

Personal commitment by many individuals and groups has contributed to the 
program's success. The U.S. Department of Education and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture have supported the BOAC program since its inception. Vocational 
agricultural instructors, agricultural teacher educators and state supervisors of 
agricultural education have worked as a team in implementing BOAC into the nation's 
secondary schools. BOAC is funded as a Special Project of the National FFA 
Foundation and sponsored by R.J. Reynolds Industries, Inc., of Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina. 

BOAC serves and enhances it. communities in two ways. First, the projects make a 
direct contribution to the lifestyle n their small, rural communities. And second, the 
young people involved practice good citizenship and develop leadership skills.

A severe coal-mining slurry wrought need for new jobs and new interest in FFA's 
"Promoting Progrcs in Tourism." Chapter-initiated public forums resulted in 
formation of independent Marion County Tourist Council (MCTC). Involvement of 
state and federal representatives by FFA improved working relationships between 
government agencies and private sector. Governor signed hotel tax bill mandating 3% 
hotel revenues be spent on tourism, stipulating all counties to form Tourism Councils. 
Marion was among first to qualify. Chapter sponsored a "Pride Contest" to deal with 
litter and encourage community pride; landscaped, planted and seeded road-side for 
beautificaiion. Assisted Historical Society in cleaning museums, painting a caboose 
(photo above) acquiring and renovating antique machinery, and conducting tours. 
County-wide clean-up day resulted in 1 100 loads of garbage and litter collected, 
removal of several old buildings and abandoned autos. 




Achievement in Volunteerism 



Achievement in Volunteerism awards were stalled in 1 983 and created to honor the 
individual leadership and volunteer spirit that is the foundation of BO AO's success. 
FFA members from each of the states are recognized for their personal efforts in their 
chapters' BO AC programs. These members and their FFA advisors receive an 
expense-paid trip to Washington, D.C. 'o attend the National FFA Conference on 
Community Development. Conference participants receive training in community 
development designed to help them in promoting participation and involvement of 
individuals and chapters in community development efforts in their respective states. 
National winners of the Achievement in Volunteerism program will be announced at 
the awards luncheon. Each state winner receives $200.00 and a plaque. The top ten 
Finalists receive cash awards for use by their chapters: (First - $1,000; Second -$750; 
Third - $500 and Fourth through Tenth, $400 each.)

The project set out to define the community, identifying needs, gathering 
information, exploring alternative solutions, organizing for action and evaluation. 
Results of the project were construction of 40'x60'hog barn completed in time for the 
county fair; starting and finishing 63 home improvement projects— including planting 
nearly 3,000 shi ubs, laying almost 6600 square yards of sod, planting nearly 100 trees, 
each member raised a vegetable garden; members raised nearly 2000 annuals and 
hanging baskets, cleaned four* miles of road ditches, more than doubled the size of the 
1 8-variety citrus arboretum, planting 76 varieties, nearly half of which were lost during 
the January freeze, but will be replanted in fall of 1985; development of a 15-acre 
wildlife conservation area, development of a 40-acre forest demonstration area; a 
completed ecological demonstration area, and a chapter safety program.

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Conversion of a condemned 1912 school house, located outside reservation, as a 
community ha!!, was experience in cooperation and coordination with non-Indian 
community. Members redid inside walls, ceiling, floors, replaced all wiring, plumbed 
lavatories, repaired stairway, made basement into a small library, replaced the roof, 
built a bell tower, constructed a ground level entrance with porch and outside lighting, 
repaired cabinets and tables, and improved road. Prepared outside for painting. 
Constructed iron handrails and cement access ramps at elementary school and Senior 
Citi/cns Center. Implemented a computer program for reservation land-use planning 
and sponsored a Hunter Safety Course, reaching nine boys without fathers, teaching 
them basic skills, and responsible handling of guns.

Faced with a need for a new Agricultural Mechanics Laboratory, believed infeasible 
because of cost, FFA members undertook to build it themselves. Working with more 
than 300 volunteers, and with contributions of labor and materials, they constructed a 
new building containing 50'x80' work area, 1 6'x35' storage area and a 16'x!8'furnace 
room. They remodeled part of existing building to create new home for the vo-ag 
department and FFA chapter. The new building allows expansion of the vo-ag 
curriculum, and more individualized instruction in the laboratory. Because of the new 
building, the art department was able to add a classroom, and storage is available for 
tools, wood, metal and for the industrial arts department.
